The Vacuum was sunk by a German 


submarine on Saturday while she was 
on the way to the United States. The 
chief mate and seventeen men, includ- 
ing three of the American navy gun- 
ners, have b«en landed. 


A boat containing the master of the 


ship and the remainder of the crew, 
together with the lieutenant and nine 
naval gunners, is missing. 


The details of the sinking of the 


Vacuum are not yet available, not 
have the names of the survivors or the 
missing been received by the officials. 


The survivors are expected to reach 


London today.

The American steamship Vacuum,

Since tho war began she has made 
frequent trips to Europe.

TO USE EJVEJVIY SHIPS 


Senate Passes Bill to Put Seized Ves- 


sels in U. S. Service. 


By a unanimous vote the sen- 


ate 
passed a resolution providing 


for 
the transfer to the American 


government of title and possession of 
enemy ships in American ports, and 
their use in commerce under direction 
of the shipping board. 


Supporting the resolution to author- 


ize President Wilson 
to requisition 


enemy merchant ships in American 
ports Senator Knox declared it "would 
be not a b'unde-r, but a crime to hesi- 
tate longer in taking the step to meet 
Germany's ruthless submarine warfare. 
He called attention to the German

My Dear Buck: 


If there is one of the fish family 


that we remember from the knee- 
pants and bent-pin stage of the fishing 
game, It sure must be or Judge Pick- 
erel and the young "picks." It cer- 
tainly made your heart do a double- 
quick and started the cold creeps up 
your spine, the first time you hooked 
a pickerel, after a kindergarten course 
on chubs and sunnies, You probably 
had a long cane pole or a young sap- 
ling cut from the nearby wooded shore; 
anyway, from that time on you real- 
ized that there was "some sport" to 
the game. Since then, of course, the 
ol' pickerel has been sorta dropped 
into the discard, and it takes trout, 
bass or muskie, perhaps, to start the 
joy trips up along your vertebrae. But 
let me tip you off straight, Buck, 
there's many a good fighter left in the 
pickerel outfit, regardless of the many 
slurs cast upon his fighting qualities 
by some of the ultra-exclusive high- 
brows in the angling derby. 


Find Pickerel Most Anywhere. 


The pickerel is one of the fish that 


you can fish for nearly anywhere, and 
you don't have to make a five hundred 
to one thousand mile trip to his "home 
grounds." He is a common, ordinary 
cuss that can pick up a living on next 
to nothing, and at the same time raise 
a mighty big family. In nearby "civi- 
lized" waters he will even make a 
sure-enough professional fisherman sit 
up and take notice at his ability to 
evade the bait and make said fisher- 
man use all his skill and wits to in- 
duce him to take tne lure. The more 
he is fished for the wiser he gets, and 
to land a few fair-sized pickerel in 
much-fished waters takes keen work, 
more so than for the gamer fish in the 
usual fish haunts of the North woods. 
As a rule the pickerel found in local 
waters does not grow to excess size, 
say an average of two or three pounds. 
Some are larger, of course, but not the 
general run. 


Where the Pickerel Hangs Out 
The pickerel 
from 
the running 


streams, like all other fish, puts up 
the best fight, while those from the 
warmer waters of the lakes and slug- 
gish streams are dull and slow fight- 
ers. 
The pickerel is found in nearly 


all rivers and lakes or ponds, his pref- 
erence being for shallow, grassy lakes. 
His main hunting grounds are along 
the edge of lily and weed beds and on 
the outskirts of the grassy growth 
that Is often called "pickerel grass." 
Here he lurks, waiting for the'smaller 
fish to swim past, often striking his 
prey with a snap of the jaws that cuts 
the victim in twain. 
He is a sure- 


enough barbarian, and is a destroyer 
of the weaker fishes, all of which 
points to the fact that he will be with 
us for many a day. He is vicious to 
the core, and at times will strike a 
trolling spoon with force enough to 
bend it double. In spring-fed lakes he 
fs often found around the spring-holes, 
and deep fishing here will bring him 
out. You can feel reasonably sure of 
landing him any time from the first 
of the season to the windup, and then 
take a rap at him through the ice in

SEASONABLE DISHES. 


Variety is the aim of most cooks, to- 


gether with economy and palatabiiity; 


we have three very 
important points to 
consider. The fol- 
lowing dishes may 
prove suggestive: 


Flaked Fish and 


Vegetable Hash,— 
Take equal parts of 
cold boiled potatoes, 


, 
. 
beets, carrots and 


turnips finely chopped. 
Season to 


laste with paprika, celery salt and a 
quarter of a cupful of cream, season 
witn a teaspoonful of Worcestershire 
sauce and turn into a heated frying 
pan which has been greased with a 
tablespoonful of bacon fat. 
Stir the 


hash rapidly until well heated, roll and 
let brown, turn on to a hot platter as 
an omelet. 


Eflgs Scrambled With Dried Beef- 
Cover Slx slices of dried beef with 
boiling water, let stand ten minutes, 
and drain; if not too salty this is not 
necessary; shred in small pieces. Beat 
two eggs slightly, add three tablespoon- 
fuls- of milk, and the beef. Malt two 
tablespoonfuls of butter in a saucepan, 
add the egg mixture and stir until of a 
creamy consistency. 


Baked Rice With Cheese.—Put a 


cupful of rice into a quart of boiling 
water with 1% teaspoonfuls of "salt, 
cook for an hour or until soft. Melt 
three tablespoonfuis of butter, add 
three of flour, and when smooth add 
two cupfuls of hot milk; cook until 
smooth and thick, then add one cupful 
of finely cut cheese and mix lightly 
with the rice. Put into a buttered bak- 
ing dish and cover with buttered 
crumbs. Brown and serve piping hot 


Pear Salad—Place halves of canned 


pears on head lettuce served with the 
following: Two tablespoonfuls of olive 
oil, 
one teaspoonful of vinegar, salt. 


pepper and a bit of French mustard to 
taste. Roquefort cheese may bo added, 
a tablespoonful or two mixed with the 
dressing, and the pears may be cut in 
strips and served on crisp watercress 


Vesuvius Eggs. — Toast slices of 


bread cut three-quarters of an inch 
thick. Butter them after trimming in 
squares. Heap high on each the stiffly 
beaten white of an egg and slip an un- 
broken yolk Into the depression. Put 
into a hot oven and cook until the egg 
is set. Garnish with parsley and 
serve. 


Nut Sauce.—Melt one tablespoonful 


of butter, add one tablespoonful of 
browned flour, one and one-half cup- 
fuls of milk, salt, pepper and a tea- 
spoonful of lemon juice, then add a 
fourth of a cupful of finely-crushed 
nut meats.

Troll and Cast for Him. 


Although trollins is the surest meth-

A weedless 
hook with a small frog, shiner or min- 
now for bait, and a single spinner is 
all you need. Row along the weed- 
beds, about seventy-five feet out and 
cast in toward the edge, landing your 
bait about five feet from the edge.

JUST ORDINARY OL' PICKEREL. 


Variety is the aim of most cooks, to­ 
gether with economy and palatabiiity; 
we have three very 
important points to 
consider. 
The fol­ 
lowing dishes may 
prove suggestive: 
Flaked Fish and 
Vegetable 
Hash.«— 
Take equal parts of 
cold boiled potatoes, 
beets, carrots and 
turnips finely 
chopped. 
Season 
to 
taste with paprika, celery salt and a 
Quarter of a cupful of cream, season 
with a teaspoonful of Worcestershire 
sauce and turn into a heated frying 
pan which has been greased with a 
tablespoonful of bacon fat.

Eggs Scrambled With Dried Beef.—

Crushed by Wagon. 


Robert Bowman, £i years old, was in- 


stantly killed by having his skull fractured 
on Tuesday at 5:15 p m., when a rear 
wheel of a farm wagcn hr had been repair- 
ing passed over his head.

Mr. Gruver claims that in every in­ 
stance he paid the freight, with one excep­ 
tion, and that in that case the animals 
were received in such condition that his 
claim for damages would exceed the freight 
charge. The railroad docs not admit this 
and further alleges that the claim for dam­ 
ages is a separate issue from the freight 
charge and cannot be used to offset the 
road’s bill. The defendant lias numerous 
returned checks to show payments made 
for freight but lie has no receipts and it is 
a matter of discussion as to what freight 
bills these checks paid. 
Judge McPherson Saturday morning sen­ 
tenced Raymond Hurley, of Hamiltonban 
township, to a penitentiary term of not 
less than one year and not more that two 
years on the charge of assault and battery 
of which he was found guilty last week in 
April Court. Hurley, it will be recalled, 
was accused of attacking Ernest Emory 
and his mother as they were returning 
home from a Christmas entertainment at 
Mt. Hope church on the evening of De­ 
cember 24th last. At the trial, attorneys 
for Hurley endeavored to show that he had 
not started the fight but that he acted in 
hisjown defense after he had been attack­ 
ed. When called for sentence, Judge Mc­ 
Pherson asked Hurley if he had anything 
to say. 
“ Yes sir”, he responded. 
“I’m 
sorry I did it, but it was to protect my- IT 
self.” District Attorney Topper and Judge 
McPherson stated that they did not regard 
the self defense plea as having been sub­ 
stantiated by the evidence offered at the 
trial. 
In the case of SerenaR. Stuller, charged 
with enforced desertion, the charge was 
not sustained and the case was dismissed, 
the costs being placed on the county. 
In the case of the Com vs. James Dun, 
charged with being a tramp, the defendant

HOW U. S. COINS ARE MADE 


It Took Adolph WeSman Seven Month* 


to Make Perfect Dttlgnt for N«w 


Dime* and Halve*. 


Smoothing out the wrinkle* In Miss 


Liberty's dress, and keeping the die- 
makers from cutting off the tips of her 
fingers, took seveu months of 
the 


hardest kind of work on the part of 
Adolph A. Welinan. who designed the 
dimes and half-dollars, which, if you 
are fortunate, you are now jingling in [ 
your pockets. 


Sitting in his studio, the artist who 


designed these coins for Uncle Sum, 
told how the work was done. 


"The first task is to make a detailed 


sketch of the design. From this sketch 
Is made a finished model from model- 
Ing wax. Some men work with small 
models; some with large. 


"The models I made for the coins 


were 14 or 15 inches in diameter. 


"When this model is completed it is 


necessary to make a reduced model 
from it by means of a mechanical de- 
vice by which one needle traces the 
large model and another, connected | 
with it. but moving on a reduced area, 
reproduces the original.

el. This steel relief is called the 'mas- 
ter die'—although it is not a die at 
all, but simply a relief model. 


"The steel of which it is- made is 


then tempered and made very hard; 
is placed in a 'chuck' and a piece of 
soft steel is forced down upon it with 


I terrific pressure. 
This produce* the 


final die, which in turn is hardened, 
and from it the coins are struck. 


"These die5! will -strike from HK> to 


120 coins before being defaced. 
It is 


necessary, therefore, continually 
to 


take new dies from the 'master die' to 
keep up the coinage.

“This reduction is cut on a soft 
steel ‘hub* and the design is repro­ 
duced in relief—not as a sunken mod­ 
el. This steel relief is called tin* ‘mas­ 
ter die1—although it is not a die at 
all, but simply a relief model. 
“The steel of which it is made is 
then tempered and made very h ard ; 
is placed in a ‘chuck’ and a piece of 
soft steel is forced down upon it with 
terrific pressure. 
This produces the 
final die, which in turn is hardened, 
and from it the coins are struck. 
“These dies will strike from loo to 
1120 coins before being defaced. 
It is 
necessary, therefore, continually 
to 
take new dies from tho ‘master die to 
keep up tho coinage. 
“Only a single stroke of tho die ma­ 
chine is necessary to make the impres­ 
sion/’—New York Sun. 


A Complete Education. 
By heritage, by breeding. b> educa­ 
tion, by inclination, by profession 
I 
was literary. Seven generations of my 
family had been college bred. 
Many 
of the literary men of the first half of 
the nineteenth century had been enter­ 
tained by my family; and those who 
remembered the happy experience had 
always encouraged me to emulate, if 
possible, the lives of Agassiz, Holmes, 
Longfellow and Hawthorne. 
In the 
university I was one of the few un­ 
usual creatures who delighted to delve 
(for the pure love of it) into old poems 
and ancient plays. My face was almost 
as familiar a feature of the library as 
was the marble bust of Ilomer there. 
The college authorities made me the 
editor of two publications; my class­ 
mates indicated by their choice that 
they believed I could write a class 
poem. True, I had never visited Bos­ 
ton, but about the time of my gradu­ 
ation a third cousin of mine from the 
far South spent a few days in the Hub, 
so I felt that in some subtle way my 
education had been completed.—Atlan­ 
tic. 


Underground Eels. 
Some years ago, says a contributor 
to Answers, the Messrs. Boyd sank a 
small hole for water on their Austra­ 
lian farm, and struck a running stream 
at a depth of three feet. One evening 
a large eel came up in the bucket, and, 
a light having boon obtained, the work­ 
men watched the hole. Fish in consid­ 
erable numbers were constantly dart­ 
ing across the open hole, and subse­ 
quently several hundred eels were 
caught. 
It is a mystery where the fish came 
from and whither they were going; 
they seemed always to travel iu the 
same direction. 
Recently the present owner of the 
farm sank a well about a mile away 
and found the stream at eight feet. At 
nighttime, if you have a light, you cun 
M*e the eels flashing by, still going with 
the stream in the direction of the coast. 
Some of the fish weigh as much as six 
pounds. 


Are Composers Short-Lived? 
It is somewhat striking u> note that 
a number of great musicians were af­ 
flicted with physical infirmities. 
Mo­ 
zart, who only lived to the age of thir­ 
ty-five, died of consumption. 
Schu­ 
mann, who died at tin* age of forty- 
Mx, was for some years before bis 
death confined in an asylum. 
Beethoven reached the age of fifty- 
seven, but for many years previous to 
his death this great man of music was 
quite deaf. 
Mendelssohn died at the 
age of thirty-six, Schubert at thirty- 
one, Weber at forty, Chopin at forty, 
Purcell at thirty-seven, and Bellini at 
thirty-three. 
There are, of course, a 
few exceptions. 
Bach, Ilaydn and 
Handel all outlived their three-score 
>t-ar& and ten. 
The latter, however, 
was for some years totally blind. 


The Golden Tomorrow.

To young people particu­ 
larly, the future seems bright with 
promise, no matter what the com­ 
plexion of the present. But it should 
be remembered that tomorrow Is likely

From 
the two forces of secret operatives 
there was organized a select force to 
undertake this business of keeping 
track of alien activities in the United 
States. Contrary to the prevailing im- 
pression this intelligence force is not 
a large one. At no time has the real 
working staff—the men who were in- 
trusted with all the secrets of the gov- 
ernment in connection with this line of 
work—been composed of more than 
sixty men. It is true that at times sev- 
eral hundred men are in the employ 
of the government in connection with 


Report* Received by Uncle Sam Show 


Great Growth of This Phase of 


Education in Recent Years. 


Recent reports received by Uncle 


Sam's bureau of education indicate 
that the amount of home economics ' 
teaching in this country has material- 
ly increased within the last three 
years. 


Courses have been introduced in 


more than 1,000 high schools since tho 
publication in 1914 of the bureau's 
bulletins entitled. "Education for the 
Home." Of these new courses there 
is a record that 174 were introduced in 
1914; 33G were introduced in 1913; 
487 were introduced in 191G. A few 
high schools have installed courses 
since the beginning of the year 1917 
wliile more than 50 high schools have 
expressed their intention of Introduc- 
ing courses during the year. 
This ' 


gives a total of 3.430 high schools 
irom which reports have been received 
of the teaching of home economics. 
| 


The information available indicates 


that the greatest 
number of high 


schools teaching home economics are 
in the following states: 
Indiana, 


Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas. California, 
Illinois, Washington and Ohio. 


The bureau has record of 101 city 


supervisors of home economics.

this number 33 are employed in cities 
where the population exceeds 100 TOO

It is one of these GO men th-it 
obtained the Zimmerinaim note ad- 
dressed to Carranza, in which plans 
for a war against the United Slates hy 
Mexico and Japan, in co-operation with 
the German empire, were outlined. The 
name of Ihe intelligence operative Mho 
obtained this communication probably 
never will bo known. 


Pay Is Not Liberal. 


These secret operatives are not in- 


spired by money considerations, for 
they are poorly paid. The best of them 
receive only $10 a day and expenses, 
and some of them receive only $4 a day 
and expenses. 


There is a close connection between 


these so-called intelligence men in the 
employ of the government, and for the 
time being assigned to the state depart- 
ment, and intelligence men or secret 
service men employed by other govern- 
ments that are friendly with the United 
States. This connection is so close and 
so effective that it frequently results in 
this government obtaining information 
from foreign governments that it would 
hardly receive through the ordinary 
diplomatic channels. 


How President Met Story. 


In this connection the following story 
Is told: 


Some time ago a newspaper corre- 


spondent who had been in Germany 
since the war began and who was and 
is on intimate terms with many of the 
German officials, visited this country 
and; called at the White House. He ex- 
pressed a desire to see the president 
and intimated that he had an impor- 
tant message to deliver. He did not 
see the president, but he did see Secre- 
tary Tumulty, and the message which 
he delivered was to the effect that he 
"had it" direct from high German of- 
ficials that Russia was to make a sep- 
arate peace with Germany within the 
next two or three months. He thought, 
so he said, that President Wilson ought 
to have the advantage of this informa- 
tion. 


The secretary to the president car- 


ried the message to Mr. Wilson, who 
promptly replied, "Our friend Is mis- 
taken. Russia will not make n separate 
peace with Germany. .Thore will be a 
revolution in Russia."

i hundred and three out of 147 who 
the district exain*, two weeks pre- 


vious—the largest class ever examined— 
reported for the final tests to qualify for 
the common school diploma, held at the 
Gettyaburg High school on Saturday.

Pupils who fail in one or two 
branches at this exam are given the priv- 
elge of taking another later in the sum- 
mer, so as to qualify before the beginning 
of the next term.

Burns received when she tumbled into a 


bucket of scalding water on Tuesday morn- 
ing while at play resulted in the death of 
Reba Raffensberger, 2-year-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Roy M. Raffensberger, of 
Butler township, on Wednesday evening. 
Almost her entire body from the shoulders 
to the tnkles was severely burned.

Disappearing from his borne in Pitts- 


burgh, William Timmin<>, a former resident 
of Gettysburg, son of Charles Timmins, 
the well known Gettysburg electrician, 
has not been heard from since Wednesday 
afternoon. It is thot he may have entered 
the navy, altho he had expressed such in* 
tention beforehand. He may also bave 
met with foul play, tho no motive can be 
imagined. The police are endeavoring to 
unravel the mystery which surrounds the 
boy's absence. Young Timmins has been 
in Pittsburgh for several months in the 
employ of the Dunlevy Meat Packing Co. 
He resided at the home of his uncle, Jas. 
Cannon, who holds a- responsible position 
with the packing house. The young man 
worked in the office of the concern and was 
employed on the night shift. On Wednes- 
day at noon he left the Cannon home, in- 
tending to return for supper. He did not 
come back, but members of the family con- 
cluded that he had gone out to a meal with 
some friends, as he did occasionally, and 
paid no attention to his absence. Mr. Can- 
non went to his work at the Dunlevy plant 
the next morning when he learned that 
Timmins had not reported for work and a 
police investigation was started at once. 


Charged with Stealing Bible. 
Larceny of a family Bible was charged 


against Miss Anne Tipton, of Gettysburg, 
at a preliminary hearing before Squire Hill 
on Friday. The charge was brought by 
John Trimmer, of Gettysburg, who seeks 
to recover the property, which is said to 
have belonged to Miss Tipton's mother. 
It is claimed by Mis>s Tipton that the Bible, 
a family possession for years, was given to 
Miss Gladys Tipton, a sister, of Gettys- 
burg, by her mother, just before she died. 
The defendant, knowing Trimmer wanted 
the book, took it to Biglerville for safe 
keeping, and now is charged by Trimmer 
with having stolen the book from her sis- 
ter, Gladys 
The defendant was released 


under $50 bail for her appearance at an- 
other hearing on Wednesday. Miss Anne 
Tipton krpt house for the father of John 
Trimmer. 


Miss Susanne Simpson, of Hanover, suf-

The work of the secret service opera^ 
tivos employed by Uncle Sam will com­ 
pare favorably with that of the gov­ 
ernment detectives in any country in 
the* world, persons who are competent 
to speak say. It is only within the last 
year and a half that this branch of 
government work has been brought to 
such a high state of eflleiency. 
When 
the European war came on there were 
two forces of so-called secret opera­ 
tives maintained by the government, 
one in the treasury department and 
one in the department of justice. 
The treasury secret service had for 
many years devoted itself almost cx- 
•elusively to running down counterfeit­ 
ers and to protecting the life of the 
president of the United States. 
The 
department of justice force was organ­ 
ized when the government was active 
in the prosecution of trusts. The chief 
employment of the secret operatives in 
that department when the war came 
on had to do with getting secrets per­ 
taining to the conduct of big business. 
Force Has Not Been Large. 
Before the w ar had been in progress 
a year it became necessary for this 
government to take notice of the activi­ 
ties of aliens on American soil. 
From 
the two forces of secret operatives 
there was organized a select force to 
undertake this business of keeping 
track of alien activities in the United 
States. 
Contrary to the prevailing im­ 
pression this intelligence force is not 
a largo one. 
At no time has the real 
working staff—the men who were in­ 
trusted with all the secrets of the gov­ 
ernment in connection with this line of 
work—been composed of more than 
sixty men. It is true that at times sev­ 
eral hundred men are in the employ 
of the government in connection with 
the work of these trained government 
intelligence men, but the vast majority 
of those employed are not trusted 
with important secrets and simply take 
orders from the GO. It has been neces­ 
sary from time to time for the govern­ 
ment to place a large number of aliens 
under surveillance, and most of the 
working force outside of the 00 trained 
operatives have been engaged in this 
line of work. 
If the state department could speak 
of the work of these GO secret opera­ 
tives it would undoubtedly say that 
they have accomplished what to the or­ 
dinary man might seem to be impos­ 
sible. 
It is one of these GO men that 
obtained the Zimmermann note ad­ 
dressed to Carranza, in which plans 
for a w ar against the United States by 
Mexico and Japan, in co-operation with 
the German empire, were outlined. The 
name of the intelligence operative who 
obtained this communication probably 
never will be known. 
Pay Is Not Liberal. 
These secret operatives are not in­ 
spired by money considerations, for 
they are poorly paid. The best of them 
receive only $10 a day and expenses, 
and some of them receive only $4 a day 
and expenses. 
There is a close connection between 
these so-called intelligence men in the 
employ of the government, and for the 
time being assigned to the state depart­ 
ment, and intelligenee men or secret 
service men employed by other govern­ 
ments that are friendly with the United 
States. This connection is so close and 
so effective that it frequently results in 
this government obtaining information 
from foreign governments that it would 
hardly receive through the ordinary 
diplomatic channels. 
How President Met Story. 
In this connection the following story 
is to ld : 
Some time ago a newspaper corre­ 
spondent who had been in Germany 
since the war began and who was and 
is on intimate terms with many of tin 
German oiliclals, visited this country 
and^ called at the White House, lie ex­ 
pressed a desire to see the president 
and intimated that he had an impor­ 
tant message to deliver. 
He did not 
see the president, but he did see Secre­ 
tary Tumulty, and the message which 
he delivered was to the effect that he 
“had it” direct from high German of­ 
ficials that Russia was to make a sep­ 
arate peace with Germany within the 
next two or three months, lie thought, 
so he said, that President Wilson ought 
to have the advantage of this informa­ 
tion. 
The secretary to the president car­ 
ried the message to Mr. Wilson, who 
promptly replied, “Our friend is mis­ 
taken. Russia will not make a separate 
peace with Geinmiiy. »There will be a 
revolution in Russia.” 
Undoubtedly the president’s answer 
to the German message so adroitly pre­ 
sented was based on information which 
had come to him through intelligence 
office channels. 
Six weeks after this 
incident took place the revolution in 
Russia occurred.

STUDY WAKING ‘CASCAREIS" ACT 
JVER: BOWELS 
Many Students in High Schools 
Now Receiving Training. 


Reports Received by Uncle Sam Show 
Great Growth of This Phase of 
Education in Recent Years. 


Recent reports received by Uncle 
Sam’s bureau of 
education 
indicate 
that the amount of home economics 
teaching in this country has material­ 
ly increased within the last three 
years. 
Courses have been introduced in 
more than 1,000 high schools since the 
publication in 1014 of the bureau’s 
bulletins entitled, “Education for the 
Home.” 
Of these new courses there 
Is a record that 174 were Introduced in 
1014; 3”G were introduced in 1015; 
487 were introduced in 101G. 
A few 
high schools have installed courses 
since the beginning of the year 1017 
while more than 50 high schools have 
expressed their ijntention of introduc­ 
ing courses during the year. 
Tills 
gives a total of 3,430 high schools 
from which reports have been received 
of the teaching of home economics. 
The information available indicates 
that 
the 
greatest 
number of high 
sehools teaching home economics are 
in 
the 
following 
states: 
Indiana, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, California, 
Illinois, Washington and Ohio. 
The bureau has record of 101 city 
supervisors of home economics. 
Of 
this number 33 are employed in cities 
where the population exceeds 100,000. 
The remaining G8 are in cities with a 
population of between 25,000 and 100,- 
000. 
No attempt has been made to 
collect statistics of the number of ole 
mentary schools under their super­ 
vision. 
The report of the commissioner of 
education for 101G gives a total of 17,- 
2SQ students of home economics in 
the universities, colleges and normal 
schools of the country for the year. In 
the 151 normal schools offering home 
economics courses ¡154 special teach­ 
ers are employed. 
In the 320 colleges 
and other institutions of higher learn­ 
ing there are 0S0 special home eco­ 
nomics teachers employed. 
There are no statistics available to 
designate 
how 
many 
rural 
school 
teachers are giving elementary lessons 
in various phases of home-making but 
state reports indicate a marked in­ 
crease in the number who are intro­ 
ducing such courses. 


MAKING SURVEY IN FAR EAST 


Uncle Sam's Bureau of Commerce Un­ 
dertakes Extensive Study of 
Mineral Resources. 


A survey of the mineral resources of 
the far East, including China and Si­ 
beria, has been undertaken by Uncle 
Sam’s bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce. 
J. Morgan Clements, min­ 
ing engineer and geologist of New 
York city, has been selected for the 
work. 
The object of the survey is three­ 
fold. For the benefit of American eap- 
ital, a thorough study of the undevel­ 
oped mineral resources of the various 
countries will be made. For the bene­ 
fit of American manufacturers of min­ 
ing machinery and equipment, a report 
will be made on mines and smelters 
now in operation and on opportunities 
for the sale of American outfits. 
For 
the benefit of American users of min­ 
erals from the far East# a study will 
be made of the conditions which have 
in the past made it necessary to buy 
such minerals through middlemen Jn 
Europe. 
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Urges That All Worn-Out 
American Flags Be Burned 


Wilifred A. Wetherbee, who 
codified the flag laws of Massa­ 
chusetts, 
urges 
that 
worn-out 
American flags, whether public­ 
ly or privately owned, be burned, 
with duo reverence and some 
ceremony. 
He said that federal 
and state laws forbidding mis­ 
use of the flag, made no provi­ 
sion 
for 
its 
disposal 
when 
frayed, but that navy and coast 
guard 
regulations 
decreed 
its 
burning. 


W ILL RESTORE CLIFF HOUSES 


Uncle Sam to Preserve Historic Dwell­ 
ings Which Comprise Navaho Na­ 
tional Monument in Arizona. 


Restoration of prehistoric cliff dwell­ 
ings, comprising the Navaho National 
monument, and supposed to be the 
homes of Snake Indians, whose de­ 
scendants live today in the Ilopi vil­ 
lages in northeastern Arizona, has been 
ordered by the Smithsonian institu­ 
tion. Neil M. Judd of the National mu­ 
seum will undertake the wurk, which 
was authorized by congress. 
lie was 
a member of the party wliieh first sci­ 
entifically examined the ruins in 1008. 
T he 
Navaho 
National 
monument 
comprises throe large ruius located on 
the Nawiho reservation in Arizona, 
about 175 mlL-s, by trail, north of 
Flagstaff. 
It is a five-day trip from 
that place. White laborers will be em-*| 
ployed at Flagstaff, because the only 
inhabitants near the ruins are an In­ 
dian trader and a few Navahos, none 
of whom can be employed because of 
superstltition that to dig in the ruins

Pupils who fail in one or two 
branches at this exam are given the priv- 
elge of taking another later in the sum­ 
mer, so as to qualify before the beginning 
of the next term.

employed on the night shift. 
On Wednes­ 
day at noon he left the Cannon home, in­ 
tending to return for supper. 
He did not 
eome back, but members of the family con­ 
cluded that he had gone out to a meal with 
some friends, as he did occasionally, and 
paid no attention to his absence. Mr. Can­ 
non went to his work at the Dunlevy plant 
the next morning when he learned that 
Timmins had not reported for work and a 
police investigation was started at once.

The defendant was released 
under $50 bail for her appearance at an­ 
other hearing on Wednesday, 
Miss Anne 
Tipton kept house for the father of John 
Trimmer.
